REMARKS 



Entry of this response under 37 C.F.R. §1.116 because no new claims or issues are 
raised and the only claim amendments being existing dependent claim matter into the 
independent claims. 

Claims 1-1 9 are pending in the application. 

it is noted that the claims amendments are made only for pointing out the claimed 
invention more particularly, and m for distinguishing the invention over the prior art, 
narrowing the claims, or for statutory requirements for patentability. Further Applicant 
specifically states that no amendment to any claim herein should be construed as a disclaimer 
of any interest in or right to an equivalent of any element or feature of the amended claim. 

Claims 2-8 are understood as rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph. 
Applicant believes the above claim amendments address the Examiner's concerns and 
respectfully requests that the Examiner reconsider and withdraw this rejection. 

Applicant gratefully acknowledges the Examiner's indication that claims 4-6 would 
be alfowahje if rewritten in independent fonn. Applicant submits, however, that all pending 
claims are allowable. 

Claims 1, 7-9, 11-15, and 17 stand rejected tmder 35 U.S.C. §102 over Lor et al. 
(U.S. Patent Publication No. 2004/0068668) (hereinafter Lor). Claims 2-3, 10, 16, and 18- 
19 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) over Lor fa view of Whelan et al. (U.S. Patent 
Publication No. 2004/0203593) (hereinafter Whelan). 

Applicant respectfully traverses these rejections in the following discussion. 
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I- THE CLAIMED INVENTION 

An exemplary aspect of the claimed invention, as recited in independent claim 1, is 
directed to a method of limiting communication access between wireless LAN terminals of a 
wireless LAN. including the steps of allocating different subnets fl H^^ to ~ T - rrirr 
wireless LAN terminals , setting default gateways of the respective wireless LAN terminals 
as a single access limiter, and returning a communication betwggn the wi^..cc r an 

terminals from sahl acce ss limiter which i s set as said default gateways, for priding an 
access limiting function to limit commnnicatinn ^„> en thft r , AV 

terminals. 

The conventional wire/ess LAN, however, does not limit communication between 
wireless L^N terminals of a wireless I AN . As a result, communication between wireless 
terminals can consume all of the LAN's resources. For example, an FTP transfer between 
terminals in the wireless network can lead to 100 percent of the wireless LAN herring me 
files between the terminals, lead ing to a loss of function during that trensfer. 

The claimed invention provides, however, "an access limiting function to limit 
communication access between th.wire^ 1 ,N t P r,ni„,. _ » That is, wjthin a wireless 
LAN. a pcess between term M s is controlled. This is feature is important for preventing two 
wireless terminals from consuming all the resources of a wireless LAN (See the Application, 
page 4, lines 17-26). 

«. THE ALLEGED PRIOR ART REFERENCE 

On page 3 of the Office Action, the Examiner alleges that discloses the claimed 
invention described by claims 1, 7-9, IM5 , and 17. However, Lor does not disclose or 
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suggest every element as recited in the claimed invention. 

In general if a network is connected directly in L2, the network is assigned "directly 
connected group in L3,» and not through a router. That is, "directly connected group in L3" 
means a network which that is one subnet on the IP network.fi ecause the claimed invention 
uses WLAN, the terminal which is connected to one access point cozresponds to "a netwotk 

which is connected directly in L2." Therefore the network is directly connected in L3 and not 

through a router. 

However, in the claimed invention, a direct communication in L2 is left, since it is 
inevitable, physically. The different network which is not directly connected is assigned. 
Therefore, a "uniform management," of all packets is possible and control of all facets of 
communication, i.e., access control, QoS, etc. 

Assigning a different subnet is one embodiment of providing a "uniform management 
apparatus," which means an apparatus through which all traffic neces Sa ri,y passes, by 
separating communication between each terminal and gathering all packets to one piece of 
equipment 

Applicant first submits that Lor does not disclose or suggest "a method of limiting 
communication between wireless LAN terminals of a wi re , es s LAN," as recited in claim , 
and as snarly recited in claims 9 and 17. That is, contrary to the Examiner's allegations, 
Lor is directed to monitoring the status of a single wi reless tenninai in a wireless netwo* 
Referring to FIGS. 3 and 5 of Lor, various "handoff- scenarios are illustrated in which 
wire«e S sdevice322. for example, passes over to the position ofwireless device 323. Instead 
ofdisclosingmultip*^^ 

terminals moving from wireless LAN to wireless LAN. 
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Referring to FIG. 1 of Lor. LAN 101 includes several access points 111, 112, 113, 
1 H and 1 1 5. Each of these points may be considered a wireless network because they are 
disclosed as the point at which wireiess devices 120-129 access the ove re „ network or LAN 
101. Where an access point doe, include multiple wireless devices, such as access point 1,5 
and wireless devices 1 2S and , 29, Lor does not disclose or suggest «a m ethod of limiting 
conununication between wire.e SS LAN terminals of a wireless LAN," as recited in claim 1. 
Instead, Lor discloses controlling the access for each of the wireless devices. Thus, 
paragraphs 0036-46] disclose security arrangements for the access points, such as preventing 
log-in fraud and not "limiting communication," as recited in claim 1. 

Furthermore, contrary to the Examiner's allegations, paragraphs 0047-63] disclose 
security policies network use. Lo r merely prevides that access points may include the 
capabU.tytoc.ntre, access. *» Lor, Paragraph f0048J. One method involves simply 
fc'Pectinganddisc^ ^ Lor, Pan^ph (0055]. However, 

similar to the above discussion of paragraphs f0036-0046], no part of Lor discloses or 
suggests, "a method of ,im iting communication between wireless LAN terminals of a 
wireless LAN," as recited in claim 1.
